Bit by bit committeemen told what 
they had heard at the White House. 
Senators opposed to the President’s 
consistent support of the democracies 
as 
opposed to 
‘‘aggressor’* nations, 
heatedly declared they would wage a 
light on the Senate floor “to lift the 
J id.’’ 
President 
Roosevelt 
was 
said 
to 
have told the Military Committee that 
as commander-in-chief of the Army 
and Navy he is supposed to guide the 
nation's foreign policy; that he was 
actively co-operating with the democ­ 
racies; that there was nothing irreg­ 
ular in 
tile presence of an official 
French air mission in this country, 
At his press conference later, tile 
President said it had been his policy to 
encourage sales of fighting planes to 
foreign nations for two years, with a 
view to schooling American m anufac­ 
turers iii mass production. 
No requests have come from Ger­ 
many or Italy for war planes or acces­ 
sories in the United States, he said. 
Senator Nye (It) of North Dakota, a 
member of the Committee, said he sus- 
oeeted that the President already lias 
an “understanding” with France and 
England on co-operation.

SIXTY TO WITNESS IN 
ALLEGED POISON RING 


Case in Which 4 Deaths Are 
Investigated Includes A 
hornier Bristol W om an

When a coroner s court is conducted 
In Philadelphia today to delve into the 
mysteries of the deaths of four arsenic 
victims, and iii which case a former 
Bristol woman and a Langhorne mail 
are involved, 60 people will be called 
to Hie witness stand. 
The q uartet who were victims of an 
alleged poison rac ket included Ferdi­ 
nand Alfonsi, 46, who died on October 
27, 1938, and Alfonsin wife*, who at 
one time made her home here, is under 
arrest, being held with another woman 
and a man on suspicion of homicide 
for coroner’s action. The others held 
are: Herman Petrillo, 49. of
